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WORLD  HOG  NUMBERS  INCREASE 

For  1965 ,  world  hog  numbers  are  estimated  at  k6Q  million  head,  an  indicated 
rise  reversing  the  decline  of  a  year  ago.    The  1965  figure  is  6  percent 
above  the  196^  total  and  7  percent  above  the  1956-60  average. 

In  the  United  States,  estimates  represented  a  marked  decrease  from  196^  levels, 
"but  in  all  other  areas  there  were  increases  ranging  from  a  reported  29 
percent  in  the  USSR  to  2  or  3  percent  in  the  less  developed  countries.  This 
has  maintained  a  substantial  upward  trend  from  the  1956-60  level  in  all  areas 
except  Asia  and  North  America. 

The  sharp  decline  in  U.S.  hog  numbers  last  year  resulted  from  relatively 
low  prices  in  the  second  half  of  1963*    In  anticipation  of  continued  low 
prices,  farmers  bred  fewer  sows.    This  pattern  continued  throughout  196k. 
For  June-November  196^,  farrowings  were,  in  fact,  8  percent  less  than  a  year 
earlier.    In  January  1965>  hog  numbers  in  the  United  States  —  at  53  mil- 
lion —  were  therefore  much  lower  than  those  of  a  year  ago. 

Hog  numbers  in  Canada  and  Mexico  have  increased  in  recent  years,  primarily 
because  of  a  general  strengthening  of  prices. 

In  South  America,  hog  numbers  have  continued  to  advance  at  a  rapid  pace 
since  the  late  1950' s.    Brazil  accounts  for  most  of  the  production  in  that 
area.    The  steady  expansion  resulted  from  continued  efforts  to  maintain 
output  at  levels  sufficient  to  satisfy  domestic  requirements. 

Together,  the  countries  of  the  European  Economic  Community  (EEC)  account 
for  37.6  million  hogs  —  up  22  percent  from  the  1 956-60  level.    Apart  from 
a  moderate  decline  during  1963  because  of  feed  scarcities,  the  expansion 
has  been  rather  steady1.    Larger  domestic  production  has  been  spurred  by  in- 
creased demand  resulting  from  rising  income  levels.    Despite  increased  out- 
put, high  prices  have  generally  been  maintained,  thus  encouraging  further 
expansion.    Similarly,  domestic  policies  have  tended  to  favor  increased 
production.

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EEC* s  Common  Agricultural  Policy  (CAP)  regulations  affecting  hogs  and  pork 
were  implemented  in  July  1962.    These  regulations  have  tended  to  restrict 
imports  of  hogs,  thus  encouraging  local  production. 

West  Germany,  with  18.2  million  head,  is  the  largest  single  producer  in  the 
EEC  and  also  in  Western  Europe  as  a  whole.    Except  for  a  slight  reduction 
during  1963,  hog  numbers  have  trended  upward  in  each  of  the  EEC  countries 
for  the  reasons  described  above. 

Denmark  and  the  United  Kingdom  —  each  counting  around  8  million  hogs  —  are 
Western  Europe^  largest  producers  outside  the  EEC.    In  each  case,  numbers 
have  moved  steadily  upward  since  1956-60 .    No  dip  was  noted  in  1963.  Feed 
scarcities  in  most  parts  of  Europe  were  not  sufficient  to  offset  the  greater 
incentive  to  expand  provided  by  relatively  high  prices. 

Poland,  with  13  million  hogs,  tops  the  list  of  big  producers  in  Eastern  Europe, 
followed  by  East  Germany  and  Hungary .    Expansion  has  been  steady  in  recent 
years  but  may  have  been  slowed  last  year,  because  of  reported  outbreaks  of 
disease.    The  pattern  has  been  similar  in  Yugoslavia  which,  together  with 
Poland,  exports  hogs  and  pork  to  various  Western  European  countries  and  the 
United  States. 

Soviet  Union  hog  numbers  turned  upward  last  year,  following  a  sharp  cutback 
caused  by  feed  shortages  in  1963.    For  January  1965,  hog  numbers  are  esti- 
mated at  52.8  million. 

Most  of  Asia's  133  million  hogs  are  in  Mainland  China,  where  numbers  fell  off 
sharply  for  several  years  following  a  shift  to  communes  in  1958.    Since  the 
end  of  1961,  numbers  have  been  edging  upward  again.    The  Philippines  and 
Japan  are  important  and  growing  producers  in  the  region. 

In  Africa,  hog  numbers  are  estimated  at  5.1  million  head  —  only  1  percent  of 
the  world  total.    Over  25  percent  of  these  are  located  in  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa.    Expansion  has  been  gradual  in  recent  years. 

Hog  numbers  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  increasing  at  a  slow  but  steady 
rate. 
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
